ings which every citizen will enjoy- in 
common with them, witheut fome ade- 
quate compenfation, It muft alfo be a 
comfortlefs reflection to any man, that 
after he may have contributed to fecur- 
ing the liberties ef his country, at the 
rifque of his life and the ruin of his for- 
tune, there would be no provifion made 
to prevent himíelf and family from fink- 
ing inte indigence and wretchednefs. 
Befides adopting fome methods to make 
the provifion for officers equal to their 
prefent exigencies,a due regard fhould be 
patd to futurity. Nothing, in my opi- 
nion would ferve more powerfully to a- 
nimate their languithing zeal, and inter- 
eft them thoroughly in the fervice, than 
a half pay and penfionary e&ablifhment. 
This would not enly difpel the appre- 
henfion of perfonal diftrels at.the termi- 
nation ef the war, from having thrown 
themfelves out of profeffions and em- 
pleyments they might not have it in 
their power to refume, but would in a 
great degree remove the painful antici- 
pation of leaving their widows and or- 
phans a burthen on the charity of their 
country, fheuld it be their lotto fall in 
its defence.
